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TWELFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Managers  of  the  New- York  Female  Lying-in 
Asylum,  on  reviewing  the  circumstances  of  the  past 
year,  as  preparatory  to  their  Twelfth  Annual  Report, 
feel  a  particular  satisfaction  that  they  have  been  ena¬ 
bled  to  extend  their  usefulness,  and  still  carry  the 
principles  of  their  organization  into  practical  effect ; 
“by  furnishing  accommodations,  and  skillful  medical 
attendance  to  reputable  females  who  desire  an  Asy¬ 
lum  during  the  period  of  their  confinement.” 

We  have  great  reason  to  be  thankful  that  our  Insti¬ 
tution  has  been  so  entirely  exempt  from  the  epidemic 
which  has  been  permitted  to  visit  our  city  during  the 
last  summer,  and  that  we  have  not  been  interrupted  in 
extending  all  the  necessary  care  to  the  increased  num¬ 
ber  of  patients  who  have  presented. 

In  taking  a  rapid  glance  over  the  history  of  our 
Asylum,  and  reviewing  the  ^difficulties  under  which  we 
have  labored  in  presenting  our  claims  before  the  pub¬ 
lic,  and  struggling  with  the  uncertainties  of  contribu¬ 
tions  and  subscriptions  for  its  support,  there  is  abun¬ 
dant  cause  for  humble  and  grateful  acknowledgment 
to  the  Father  of  all  our  mercies. 

We  have,  in  the  varied  efforts  to  which  our  peculiar 
situation  has  exposed  us,  received  the  kind  support 
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and  continued  efforts  of  many  charitable  individuals, 
who  have  been  unwearied  in  their  exertions  until  the 
great  object  for  which  they  entered  on  duty  has  been 
completed. 

We  have  the  special  satisfaction  to  announce,  on 
offering  our  present  Annual  Report,  that  by  the  liberal 
exertions  of  two  gentlemen  who  have  felt  the  interests 
of  this  Institution  a  primary  object  of  concern,  been 
relieved  of  the  debt  incurred  by  the  purchase  of  ground 
and  the  erection  of  our  building.  The  Managers  can¬ 
not  but  sensibly  feel  the  great  obligation  they  are  under 
to  those  benevolent  individuals,  and  ardently  desire 
that  they  may  enjoy  the  peaceful  consolations  of  doing 
good. 

Since  our  last  Report,  155  patients  have  been  re¬ 
ceived  into  the  Asylum;  there  have  been  142  delivered 
and  13  are  now  patients.  There  have  been  7  still¬ 
born  cases,  and  three  children  have  died  in  the  house.

All  the  women  have  been  safely  delivered  and  have 
done  well  with  one  exception :  the  aggravated  circum¬ 
stances  of  this  case  rendered  every  effort  for  her  relief 
ineffectual :  she  died  on  the  13th  day  after  her  confine¬ 
ment. 

Every  facility  has  been  afforded  to  applicants,  and 
the  Managers  have  profited  by  past  experience  in 
making  arrangements,  so  that  patients  are  not  as  long 
under  charge  as  heretofore  :  many  of  them  being  con¬ 
fined  within  twenty-four  hours  after  their  admission. 

It  is  of  great  moment  that  the  best  interests  of  each 
party  should  be  understood,  that  while  we  extend  the 
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helping  hand  of  benevolence  to  the  distressed,  we 
should  not  encourage  idleness  :  and  at  the  same  time 
the  suffering  objects  have  nothing  withheld  that  shall 
contribute  to  relieve  those  wmnts  which  this  institution 
is  intended  to  supply. 

We  have  contributed  to  the  relief  of  697  patients 
since  the  first  opening  of  the  Asylum ;  one  hundred 
and  fifty -five  being  patients  of  the  last  year,  will  show 
that  the  demands  upon  the  establishment  are  rapidly 
increasing,  and  will  require  great  efforts  to  sustain  it 
with  all  the  relief  which  public  munificence  has 
afforded. 

The  increase  of  applicants  for  the  aid  of  this  estab¬ 
lishment  have  their  origin  in  the  increase  of  strangers 
coming  to  our  city,  and  also  from  the  Institution  being 
more  generally  known;  those  who  have  once  received 
its  benefits,  report  favorably  of  it,  and  others  are  indu¬ 
ced  to  seek  its  assistance.  The  city  of  Brooklyn  has 
also  its  contributors  to  our  funds,  and  our  doors  are 
open  to  applicants  from  that  direction. 

The  patients  wdio  have  been  received  are  as  usual 
mostly  foreigners,  yet  a  larger  number  than  heretofore 
have  been  Americans.  We  have  much  satisfaction  in 
stating  that  the  recommendations  of  character  have 
been  satisfactory  upon  their  admission,  and  that  they 
have,  by  their  deportment  while  in  the  Asylum,  con¬ 
tinued  to  merit  all  the  recommendation  that  has  been 
given  ;  so  that  wre  can  state  with  much  truth,  that  while 
our  charity  has  been  more  extended,  the  objects  appear 
more  deserving.  They  have  expressed  repeatedly

their  grateful  feelings  for  the  care  and  kindness  shown 
them  in  their  trying  situation. 

The  demand  and  supply  of  wret  nurses  has  continued 
to  increase  with  our  increase  of  patients.  Between  60 
and  70  have  been  furnished  directly  from  the  Asylum, 
and  many  others  have  found  places  through  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  our  Matron.  From  the  knowledge  which  we 
are  enabled  to  acquire  of  the  individuals  wdio  present 
at  this  charity,  and  the  further  opportunity  of  learning 
their  habits  and  dispositions  during  their  confinement, 
so  much  may  be  known  of  them  in  most  instances  as 
will  enable  the  Matron  to  give  a  satisfactory  character 
to  those  wdio  may  need  so  important  a  person  as  a  wet 
nurse.  By  those  who  have  the  least  experience  upon 
this  subject  the  value  of  correct  information  can  be 
readily  estimated,  and  to  such  as  are  compelled  upon 
the  urgency  of  immediate  necessity  to  make  such  pro¬ 
vision,  this  Institution  has  proved  an  important  auxil¬ 
iary.  We  have  good  reason  to  believe  from  our  past 
experience,  that  many  lives  have  in  this  way  been 
preserved,  and  healthy  children  raised  up,  to  the  great 
comfort  of  their  anxious  parents. 

The  individuals  who  are  thus  provided  with  comfort¬ 
able  situations  for  themselves  and  made  useful  to  the 
families  in  wdiich  they  enter,  are  also  enabled  by  this 
means  to  make  provision  for  their  own  helpless  off¬ 
spring,  and  to  secure  to  them  the  relief  of  many  wants 
to  wdiich  their  destitute  situation  has  subjected  them. 

A  large  number  of  the  Physicians  of  our  city  have 
repeatedly  applied  to  this  Institution  for  nurses,  and 
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still  continue  to  have  their  confidence  in  it,  as  best  cal¬ 
culated  to  answer  the  wants  of  those,  whose  health  is 
intrusted  to  their  care,  when  emergencies  arise. 

The  Managers  are  desirous  of  bringing  this  subject 
prominently  before  the  public,  because  they  are  per¬ 
suaded  from  the  experience  which  they  have  had,  that 
the  Institution  is  justly  entitled  to  confidence,  upon 
the  principle  that  they  wish  to  give  assistance  alone 
to  the  virtuous,  indigent  and  deserving.  They  are 
also  persuaded  that  many  donations  and  subscriptions 
which  have  been  intended  for  this  Institution,  have 
passed  into  other  hands,  from  the  want  of  more  correct 
information  on  the  part  of  our  fellow  citizens,  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  our  established  rules  and  regulations. 

In  the  statement  of  facts  wThich  we  wish  to  present 
to  the  public,  in  these  our  Annual  Reports,  we  take 
particular  satisfaction  in  bringing  forward  our  mite  in 
the  great  cause  of  temperance.  For  more  than  three 
years  our  bill  for  every  description  of  ardent  spirits  or 
fermented  liquors  amounted  to  43  cents.  Since  that 
period  to  the  present  time,  no  more  than  one  quart  of 
ardent  spirits  has  been  used,  and  about  the  same  quan¬ 
tity  of  wine ;  the  first  for  external  application  only. 
It  has  been  found  that  vinegar  has  answered  every 
purpose  for  which  ardent  spirits  has  been  used  in 
forming  fomentations. 

It  was  long  believed  that  the  lying-in  chamber 
should  be  well  supplied  with  stimulating  drinks,  to 
sustain  the  mother,  prevent  chills,  and  for  various  other 
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purposes ;  the  infant  also  had  a  share,  both  externally 
and  internally,  and  the  nurse  was  not  sparing  in  sup¬ 
plying  herself.  From  this,  great  evil  has  resulted,  and 
the  crime  of  intemperance  may  justly  he  said  to  have 
commenced  at  the  cradle. 

In  regard  to  the  funds  of  the  Asylum,  the  Managers 
have  had  no  small  solicitude.  While  there  has  been  an 
increase  of  patients,  their  annual  subscriptions,  upon 
which  they  are  compelled  to  place  their  principal  de- 
pendance  for  support,  have  by  no  means  kept  pace 
with  their  wants;  their  Treasurer  has  often  been  far 
in  advance  for  the  supplies  of  so  large  a  family.  We 
have  endeavored  to  exercise  the  most  rigid  economy 
that  our  resources  may  not  be  exhausted.  During  the 
winter  we  have  received  from  the  liberally  disposed, 
a  number  of  donations  in  flour  and  other  necessary 
articles  of  subsistence ;  for  such  demonstrations  of 
liberality,  the  Managers  desire  to  express  their  grate¬ 
ful  acknowledgments,  trusting-  that  the  reward  is  sure 
to  him  that  remembereth  the  poor  and  the  needy. 

While  the  Managers  desire  to  take  courage  by  the 
great  assistance  afforded  them,  in  the  relief  which  they 
have  had  from  the  debt  which  has  oppressed  them, 
they  still  are  aware  that  if  they  are  not  assisted  by  an 
increase  of  their  subscribers,  the  usefulness  which  has 
begun  to  dawn  upon  them,  cannot  be  continued. 

From  the  liberality  that  has  been  bestowed,  they 
have  confidence  under  the  smiles  of  Divine  Providence, 
with  which  they  have  been  blessed,  to  go  forward  in 
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the  labor  that  is  before  them,  trusting  that  the  good  . 
work  which  has  been  commenced  will  still  be  sus¬ 
tained.* 

The  Managers  have  to  lament  the  death  of  one  of 
their  number,  Mrs.  Susan  G.  Post,  since  their  last  report. 
She  was  connected  with  the  establishment  from  its 
formation,  and  took  a  lively  interest  in  its  support, 
contributing  liberally  of  her  own  means,  and  was 
active  in  urging  others  to  the  like  benevolence.  Be¬ 
sides  the  contributions  which  she  made  from  time  to 
time,  for  two  or  more  years  she  printed  our  Annual 
Reports  at  her  own  expense.  She  was  not  able,  from 
a  great  share  of  delicate  health,  to  partake  in  many  of 
the  duties  of  the  Managers,  but  always  remained  a 
warm  friend  of  the  best  interests  of  the  Institution,  and 
as  such  her  loss  will  be  sensibly  felt. 

The  Managers  have  a  particular  satisfaction  in  pre¬ 
senting  the  reports  of  their  Visiting  Committees,  whose 
duties  are  weekly  performed,  and  who  are  unanimous 
in  giving  their  approbation  to  the  uniform  good  order 
and  cleanliness  of  the  house  under  the  care  of  the 
Matron,  Mrs.  Monilaw.  We  continue  to  have  the 
same  confidence  in  her  successful  management  and 
kindness  towards  the  patients  received  into  the  estab¬ 
lishment,  and  of  this  we  are  convinced  by  the  expres¬ 
sion  of  the  patients  and  our  own  observations. 

Some  changes  have  been  made  in  the  medical  de- 
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partment  during  the  past  year ;  Dr.  Bayles  having 
removed  to  the  country  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
has  offered  his  resignation.  Dr.  McVickar  having  left 
the  profession  has  also  resigned  his  situation.  To  fill 
these  vacancies,  Drs.  Washington  and  Borrowe  have 
been  appointed  by  the  Medical  Board,  who  have  every 
confidence  in  their  qualifications  for  those  responsi¬ 
bilities. 

The  Board  of  Managers  would  desire  to  express 
their  approbation  of  the  diligence  of  their  Attending 
Physicians,  Drs.  McVickar,  Bayles  and  Wilkes,  in  all 
cases  which  required  their  care :  believing  that  this 
branch  of  the  medical  department  has  been  well  sus¬ 
tained.  They  are  also  persuaded  that  the  Consulting 
Physicians  are  mindful  of  the  duties  connected  with 
their  situation,  by  superintending  its  concerns  and  giv¬ 
ing  a  ready  attendance  in  cases  of  emergency. 

The  Physicians  report  that  they  have  made  some 
progress  in  the  formation  of  a  suitable  library  for  their 
department,  and  from  the  liberal  encouragement  which 
they  have  received,  there  is  reason  to  hope  that  they 
will  be  enabled  to  add  from  time  to  time  those  impor¬ 
tant  works  which  are  connected  with  this  department 
of  the  healing  art.  The  special  object  of  making  this 
collection,  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  Resident  Physician, 
and  occasionally  for  the  reference  of  others. 

The  Resident  Physician,  Dr.  Smith,  upon  whom  has 
devolved  much  of  the  duty  of  the  past  year,  has  given 
such  attention  to  his  department  as  to  meet  the  appro¬ 
bation  of  the  Managers,  and  the  medical  gentlemen 
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with  whom  he  has  been  connected  ;  the  latter  having 
expressed  their  full  satisfaction  with  the  treatment  of 
cases  committed  to  his  care.  He  will  be  succeeded 
by  Dr.  John  Augustus  McVickar,  who  has  before  filled 
this  department  with  approbation,  and  has  entered 
upon  his  duties. 

The  Medical  Report  in  relation  to  the  establishment 
furnishes  many  very  important  cases,  which  by  prompt 
attention  have  been  relieved,  that  otherwise  would 
have  proved  fatal.  Particulars  of  such  cases  cannot 
be  incorporated  with  propriety  in  our  reports  to  the 
public,  but  they  furnish  incontrovertible  evidences  to 
those  who  have  witnessed  them,  of  the  necessity  of 
such  an  establishment,  and  urge  to  every  exertion  for 
its  support. 

The  out  door  department  of  this  establishment  has 
continued  to  afford  relief  to  a  large  number  of  the  poor 
at  their  own  dwellings  during  the  past  year. 

The  District  Physicians  have  attended  288  cases 
up  to  the  4th  of  March,  and  with  good  success.  This 
department,  by  thus  affording  relief  without  any  dis¬ 
crimination,  removes  every  objection  which  can  be 
offered  to  the  Asylum,  that  its  relief  is  partial.  The 
same  board  of  Consulting  Physicians  continue  to  give 
their  advice  when  required,  in  all  cases  that  may  claim 
such  special  direction. 

To  the  medical  gentlemen  who  have  faithfully  la¬ 
bored  in  the  responsible  duties  of  the  out-door  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Asylum,  the  Medical  Board  desire  to 
express  their  warmest  thanks  for  the  readiness  with 
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which  they  have  answered  such  demands,  and  their 
full  approbation  in  the  treatment  of  cases  which  have 
come  under  care. 

The  Managers  cannot  conclude  their  report  at  this 
time  without  expressing  to  their  friends  and  patrons 
an  anxious  solicitude  for  the  continuance  of  their  sup¬ 
port,  to  an  institution  whose  usefulness  has  now  been 
so  fully  tested,  as  to  remove  every  doubt  of  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  its  continuance,  and  upon  a  more  enlarged  plan, 
from  its  increase  of  applicants.  While  we  are  thus 
united  in  the  humble  effort  to  relieve  distress  and  suf¬ 
fering,  may  we  act  under  the  full  sense  of  the  respon¬ 
sibility  before  us,  knowing  that  we  are  but  stewards, 
and  accountable  for  our  stewardship. 


The  Managers  of  the  Asylum  would  solicit  from  the 
public,  donations,  either  in  provisions  suitable  for  their 
large  family,  in  remnants  of  goods  that  may  be  con¬ 
verted  into  wearing  apparel,  or  articles  of  bed  furni¬ 
ture.  They  are  also  much  in  need  of  linen  rags.

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AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  NEW-YORK  ASYLUM 

FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 

PASSED,  MARCH  19,  1827. 


Whereas  a  number  of  Ladies  in  the  city  of  New-York,  have  formed 
a  society  for  the  benevolent  purpose  of  furnishing-  suitable  ac¬ 
commodation  and  attendance  to  reputable  females  desiring  an 
asylum  during  the  period  of  their  confinement  in  child-bed,  and 
have  by  their  petition  to  the  Legislature  prayed  to  be  incorporated, 
in  order  more  effectually  to  accomplish  the  objects  of  their  associa¬ 
tion  :  Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted ,  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre¬ 
sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly ;  That  all  such  persons  of  the 
female  sex  as  now  are  or  hereafter  shall  be  yearly  subscribers  to 
the  said  association ,  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars ,  shall  be  and  hereby 
are  constituted  and  declared  a  body  corporate  and  politic ,  in  fact  and 
in  name ,  by  the  name  of  “  The  JYew-York  Female  Asylum  jor  Lying- 
in  Women;”  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and 
be  in  law  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  im¬ 
pleaded,  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places,  and 
in  all  manner  of  actions,  suits,  causes,  and  proceedings  whatsoever ; 
and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  and  change  the  same  at  their 
pleasure  ;  and  shall  by  that  name  be  in  law  capable  of  purchasing, 
holding,  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the 
said  corporation.  Provided ,  that  the  said  real  estate  be  such  only  as 
shall  be  requisite  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  or  providing  houses  or 
other  buildings  suitable  to  the  objects  of  the  said  association,  or  such 
as  shall  have  been  actually  mortaged  to  them  by  way  of  security,  or 
conveyed  to  them  in  satisfaction  of  debts  previously  contracted,  or 
purchased  at  sales  on  judgments  obtained  for  such  debts  :  And  provi¬ 
ded  also ,  that  such  estate,  whether  real  or  personal,  shall  not  be  ap¬ 
plied  to  any  other  purposes  than  those  for  which  the  said  association 
was  formed,  and  which  are  herein  contemplated  and  declared. 

And  be  it  further  enacted ,  That  the  estate  and  concerns  of  the 
said  corporation  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Board  of  Managers,  con¬ 
sisting  of  thirty-three  members,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  on  the  second 
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Thursday  of  March  in  every  year,  by  a  plurality  of  the  members 
present  at  such  election :  which  election  shall  be  held  at  such  time 
and  place  in  the  city  of  New-York  as  the  said  Board  of  Managers 
shall,  by  their  by-laws,  or  otherwise,  appoint ;  and  of  which  notice 
shall  be  given  for  the  space  of,  at  least,  one  week  by  advertisement, 
in  two  or  more  of  the  public  newspapers  printed  in  the  said  city ; 
and  which  Board  shall,  as  soon  as  convenient,  after  each  election, 
choose  by  ballot  from  their  own  number  the  following  officers  ;  that 
is  to  say:  a  first,  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  directress; 
a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer ;  who  shall  respectively  hold  their  of¬ 
fices  for  one  year,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their  stead  ; 
and  if  any  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  said  Board,  or  in  any  of  the 
said  offices,  the  same  shall  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  year 
by  such  member  or  members  of  the  said  corporation  as  the  said 
Board  may  appoint.  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act, 
and  until  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their  stead,  the  following  persons 
shall  compose  the  said  Board  of  Managers,  that  is  to  say ;  Frances 
Tappan,  Isabella  Scott,  Julia  E.  Hyde,  Elizabeth  T.  Cock,  Sarah 
Hall,  Jemima  Penny,  Frances  Darling,  Laura  Johnson,  Helena 
Smith,  Ann  Maria  Boyd,  Phila  Reed,  Magdalena  Hughes,  Waite 
F.  Fellows,  Ann  L.  Mott,  Charlotte  Dobbin,  Eliza  Chester,  Mary 
Dunscomb,  Susan  Post,  Eliza  Taylor,  Susan  Baker,  Sarah  L.  Tap- 
pen,  Susannah  Stone,  Catharine  Bostwick,  Jane  Ruthven,  Frances 
Phillips,  Charlotte  H.  Snodgrass,  Amy  Cornell,  Ann  M’Cready, 
Fidelia  Creagh,  Agness  Maxwell,  Eliza  B.  Lethbridge,  Jane  Wilson, 
and  Mary  Parish,  of  whom  the  said  Frances  Tappan  shall  be  the 
first  Directress,  the  said  Isabella  Scott  second  Directress,  the  said 
Julia  E.  Hyde  third  Directress,  the  said  Elizabeth  T.  Cock  fourth 
Directress,  the  said  Sarah  Hall  fifth  Directress,  the  said  Jemima 
Penny  sixth  Directress  ;  the  said  Laura  Johnson  Secretary,  and  the 
said  Frances  Darling  Treasurer — that  the  Directress  first  in  numer¬ 
ical  order,  who  shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  or  of  the  Society ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence 
of  any  Directress,  such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  de¬ 
signated  by  those  present  for  that  purpose ;  that  seven  managers 
shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be  competent  to  the  transaction  of  any 
business,  except  the  disposal,  by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property 
or  stock  composing  the  permanent  funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its 
real  estate  :  for  which  purposes  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  constitute  a  quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and 
the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being  shall  always  form  a  part :  and  the 
'concurrence  of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the 
measure  proposed. 

And  be  it  further  enacted ,  That  the  said  Board  of  Managers  shall 
have  power  from  time  to  time,  to  make  such  by-laws  and  regulations 
not  contrary  to  law,  as  to  them  shall  appear  proper  for  the  manage- 
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ment  and  disposition  of  the  estate,  and  all  the  concerns  of  the  said 
corporation. 

And  be  it  further  enacted ,  That  in  case  any  such  election  of  Man¬ 
agers  shall  not  be  held  on  the  day  when,  according  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  the  same  ought  to  have  been  held,  the  said  corporation 
shall  not  for  that  cause  be  deemed  to  be  dissolved,  but  it  shall  in  such 
case  be  lawful  to  hold  such  election  on  any  other  day,  and  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  said  corporation,  or 
by  their  special  appointment. 

And  be  it  further  enacted ,  That  the  husband  of  any  married  wo¬ 
man,  who  is  or  shall  be  a  member  of  the  said  corporation,  shall  not 
be  liable  to  the  said  corporation  upon  any  subscription  or  engage¬ 
ment  of  his  wife,  or  for  any  loss  occasioned  by  the  neglect  or  mis¬ 
feasance  of  his  wife,  but  if  any  such  husband  shall  have  received 
from  his  wife  any  money  or  other  property  belonging  to  the  said  cor¬ 
poration,  or  the  same  shall  have  been  applied  to  his  use,  he  shall  be 
responsible  therefor ;  and  if  the  husband  shall  have  become  insolvent, 
or  if  his  estate  shall  have  been  attached,  such  money  or  other  prop¬ 
erty,  if  received  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  shall  be  paid  or  delivered 
by  the  Trustees  or  Assignees  to  the  said  corporation  in  preference  to 
all  other  debts  or  claims  upon  his  estate. 

And  be  it  further  enacted ,  That  this  act  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  de¬ 
clared  to  be,  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  construed  in  all  courts  and 
places  benignly  and  favorably  for  every  beneficial  purpose  herein  ex¬ 
pressed  or  intended.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF 

THE  NEW- YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  “  The  New-York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women.” 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com¬ 
fortable  accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu¬ 
table  females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  iii.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re -eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin¬ 
tending  and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board  ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea¬ 
sure  of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
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ally  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  two 
patients  every  year. 

Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri¬ 
butions,  rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum.

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  ad¬ 
journment  if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal, 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per¬ 
manent  funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concur¬ 
rence  of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man¬ 
agers,  or  of  the  Society ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  alji  the  Di- 
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redresses,  such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at 
the  Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o’clock,  to 
receive  and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission 
to  the  Asylum,  and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary 
powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  Managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  ad¬ 
mission  of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of 
the  Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the 
Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  Managers, 
except  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall 
be,  yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  Second  Thursday  in  March,  when  the  concurrence  of  four-fifths 
of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the  Constitution 
as  they  may  deem  advisable.

lan,  who  wid,  upon  application,  give  his  attendance  at  the  residence  of  the  patients; 

"  case  difficulty  01  danger,  will  call  to  his  assistance  one  of  the  consulting 
physicians  of  the  Asylum. 

The  office  where  applications  are  received,  is  in  the  basement  story  of  the  Asylum ; 

anc.  a  Resident  Physician,  Doct.  John  Augustus  McVickar,  is  constantly  in  atten- 

there,  to  receive  and  register  the  names  of  the  applicants,  and  give  them  such 

information  as  will  enable  them  to  obtain  proper  assistance  when  it  shall  become 
necessary.
